now, or as did the people fifty years 
after. 


There was no general celebration of 


its anniversary for fifty years. 
There 


was a parade on the day in 1786; but 
it was only to celebrate the opening of 
the Charles river bridge. The Charles- 
ton 
'Artillery celebrated the day in 


1794, nineteen years after. 
A portion 


of the military of Boston joined in the 
celebration of that day, and Dr. Bart- 
lett delivered an oration in the meet- 
ing-house. 


General Joseph Warren, who fell iri 


the battle, aged thirty-five, was Grand 
Master of the 
Massachusetts 
Free 


Masons, and that organization revered 
his memory. King Solomon's Lodge, 
of Charleston, first started to erect a 
monument to him on Breed's Hill. 


This lodge determined to erect a 


monument to General Warren at the 
spot where he fell. 
They began the 


work November llth, 1704, and laid 
the corner-stone December 2nd, of the 
same year. 


There was a procession of the mem- 


bers of the lodge, the municipal author- 
ities, ministers, military officers and 
the children of the public schools, with 
music. 
An address was delivered by 


the Master of the lodge, minute gnus 
wore fired and the flag was displayed 
at half-mast. On the return of the 
procession to Wanen hall, Dr. Josiah 
Bartlett delivered a eulogy on Genera 
Warren. 
This modest monument sug- 


gested to tbe people, Bunker Hill mon- 
ument, which followed after. 
The 


monument to General Warren only cost 
one thousand dollars. It was kept in 
repair by King Solomon's lodge until 
1825, when it was presented, with the 
land upon which it stood, to the 
Bunker Hill Morniment association. 


On the anniversary, in 1801, there 


was a celebration of the day by the 
Oharlostown Artillery; but from 1801 
to 1825, there was no general celebra- 
tion of the day. The Charlestown 
Artillery continued its annual parades 
and salutes on this day. 
Sometimes 


the military of Boston joined, and 
sometimes there were dinners and 
toasts, but no oration. 


William Tudor, a citizen of Boston, 


began to agitate tbe subject of a suit- 
able monument in 1822. In 1823, a 
company of gentlemen met socially and 
discussed the matter. Among the num 
her, besides Mr. Tudor, were Professor 
George Ticknor, Dr. John O. Warren 
and Daniel Webster. These gentlemen 
formed an association, and subscribed 
to an' agreement to give five dollars 
each toward the monument. 
Twenty- 


six persons subscribed to the agree- 
ment, besides those named above. 
Ed- 


ward Evere'tt arid Joseph Stcry ' ap- 
peared as signers. 
The association 


adopted the name of the Bunker Hill 
Monument association, and the first 
meeting was held on June 7th, 1823. 
The governor of the state was at that 
time made president of the association, 
and twenty-two persons were elected 
to membership. 


The next annual meeting was on the 


anniversary of the battle, June 17th, 
1824. 
The members of the association 


then voted to have an annual celebra- 
tion of the day, and Daniel Webster 
was appointed orator for the following 
year, 1825. A committee was ap- 
pointed to obtain and preserve memor- 
ials of the battle, and subscription 
papers were directed to be preserved. 


in the battle was 1,500, of whom 140 
were killed, 271 wounded and 80 miss- 
ing. 


Solomon Willard was the architect 


of the monument, There was a build- 
ing committee of five persons. James 
S. Savage was the builder. The con- 
tract was not let until April 25th, 
1827. The estimated cost of the obelisk 
alone was $ 100,000. 
The original sub- 


scription, with $7,000 from the state 
was $04,010.55; but after deducting 
from this the cost of the land and 
other outside expenses, there was -left 
for the obelisk only $33,576.40. A 
loan of $23,400 was made, and these 
two sums carried the obelisk to the 
height of thirty-seven feet. 
The work 


was then suspended for want of funds 
in January, 1829; it seemed as though 
the work could go no further. 
On the 


24th day of April, 1833, Amos Law- 
rence, a member of the association 
proffered a donation of $10,000, on 
condition that the Massachusetts Char- 
itable Mechanic association would take 
the work in hand and finish it. 
The 


father of Mr. Lawrence was in the but- 
tle, and alao an uncle, who died of 
wounds received there. 
On the 10th of 


May, the association voted to take up 
he matter. 
On May 28th, 1833, there 


vas a public meeting at Fauueil hall, 
at which Edward Everett, Justice Story 
and others spoke in favor of the work. 


The association voted to sell its laud 


on June 17, 1834, and did so, thus rais- 
ng §25,000 toward the monument. 


Woik was resumed on the 17th day 


of.„ June, 1884, by Solomon Willard. 
The Mechanic association 
collected 


$19,073.03. 
They also used the ladies' 


fund, $3,937.90, and with these two 
sums the obelisk was raised to the 
height 
of 82 feet. 
In 183 9; Amos 


Lawrence, of 
Boston, and 
Judah 


Trnro, of New Orleans, each offered to 
give $10,000, if the sum necessary to 
complete the monument 
could 
be 


raised. 


On the anniversary, June 17th, 1840, 


it was remarked that it was exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether the generation 
then living would see tbe monument 
completed. The ladies of Boston heard 
this, and determined to take a part in 
rhe work. 
They resolved, on June 


25tb, 1S40, to hold a fair in aid of the 
work. It was held in Quincy hall, 
Boston, from the 5th to the loth of 
September, 1840. The fair was a grand 
success and netted $30,035.53 for the) 
work. 
That amount, 
together with 


the two donations from Messrs. Law- 
rence and Trnro, and other services, 
»ave the association $55,153.87. 


The work was again commenced on 


the 2d of May, 1841, and was con- 
cluded on the 23d of July, 1842—sixty- 
seven years after the battle. There was 
still much work to be done about -the 
grounds, and the association did not 
take possession until December 31st, 
1844. 
The celebration of the com- 


pletion of the obelisk, on June 17th, 
1843, was a splendid pageant. 
Daniel 


Webster delivered the oration at the 
completion of the monument, as, he 
had in 1825, eighteen years before, at 
the laying of the corner-stone. 
One 


hundred thousand people were present 
and the oration was a masterpiece*of 
eloquence. 
Thirteen survivors of the 


revolution were present, and each was 
named by the speaker, and a tribute 
was paid them therein, of which their 
posterity, and all posterity, may be 
proud. 
At the conclusion there was a 


dinner at Fanueil hall. 


The receipts and expenditures, on 


account of the monument, ,were $1,66,- 
276.61, of which the monument alone 
cost $120,000. 


On the seventy-filth anniversary of 


the battle, there was a suitable celebra- 
tion, with a procession, an oration and 
dinner. 
Edward Everett delivered1 the 


oration. 
There waa only one revolu- 


tionary soldier present, Samuel Smith, 
of Middleborough, aged • ninety one 
years, and he rode in a barouche,( all 
alone; 
And why is this old subject brought

Every person subscribing five dollars 


was to be a member and to have an en- 
graved diploma of membership. A cir- 
cular was prepared and sent out by the 
secretary, Hon. Edward Everett, de- 
lineating the character of the battle 
and' the object of the association. 


On August 21st, 1824, General La- 


Fayette, then the guest of this country, 
was invited by- the society to visit 
Bunker Hill. He did so, and expressed 
a great interest in the erection of a 
monument, and enrolled his name on 
the subscription list and agreed to be 
present at the nest anniversary,

The fiftieth anniversary was cele- 


brated with great magnificence. There 
waa a procession from the state house 
to Bunker Hill. Two hundred sur- 
vivors of the

given us the two immortal orations of 
Webster; one at the laying of the cor-

He left this morning fur Cincinnati to 
purchase a planer and other machinery 
for his mills. 
The business which Mr. Brnshart, in 


connection with The Kirk-Christy com- 
pany of Cleveland, is conducting up 
in the mountains is a very extensive 
one, few people in this vicinity ap- 
preciating the magnitude of the enter- 
prise. 
When Mr. Brushart 
secured 


control of the tract of timber last June 
he purchased about 9,400 trees. Since 
then he has secured control of all other 
available timber in the vicinity. He 
expects to remain in the section some 
four or five years, and get out in the 
neighborhood of 14,000,000 or 15,000,- 
000 feet of lumber. The expense at- 
tending this is of course enormous. 
Mr. Brushart has in his employ about 
140 men, with mules, horses and oxen 
galore. 


The timber interests of Mr. Brushart 


are for the most part located on Peter 
creek, in Pike county, Ky., and on 
Knox creek, Buckhannou county, Va. 
To reach the camp it ia necessary to 
take the N. & W. to De Lorme, W. 
V 
Ta. 
At this point is located the lum- 


ber yards. W. H. Splee is the manager 
of tho lumber yard. 
At present there 


is about 180,000 worth of sawed lum- 
ber stiickedaiu the yards, and lumber ia 
shipped directly to the consumer. The 
lumber from the mills is brought to the 
yards and stacked up at the rate of
